REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 

To the Board of Education and Citizens of Scarborough: 

In a recent radio address, W. S. Xutter, a leader in indus¬ 
try, described his impression of the educational demands of 
coday. lie said that when talking with educators he found it 
difficult to understand their new educational vocabulary and 
the modern educational point of view. Then he added, “I 
soon found out that it was simply new applications, to meet 
new conditions, of an old principle learned in my younger 
days, and given out by the Great Teacher centuries ago,—Life 
and More Abundant Life. In order to have this Life our 
youth must be so educated that they can earn a living and, at 
the same time, gain the enjoyment and privileges of a well- 
rounded character.” 

This is not the statement of an idealistic educator. It is 
the conception of a successful and highly respected business 
man as to what he believes the public schools should provide. 
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I believe that Scarborough schools, during the past year, 
have, in spite of the general situation and financial difficulties, 
maintained for Scarborough children an opportunity, even a 
little better than in the past, for the Abundant Life, with 
education’s twofold opportunity, preparation for economic 
usefulness and education for character. 

OUR TEACHING STAFF. 

That this has been true is due, more than to any other 
factor, to the loyalty, conscientiousness, and efficiency of our 
teaching staff. Their situation during the past year, as re¬ 
gards finances, has shown no improvement. But, as in the 
more liberal times, they have given their best. The quality 
of instruction has been high and the intellectual leadership 
sincere. Scarborough is truly getting more than it is paying 
for. 

The addition of a teacher at the Oak Hill School has made 
possible a better school organization and teacher efficiency. 

Because one of our rural school teachers is well educated in 
music, it has been possible to provide for an orchestra and 
chorus for the high school pupils and an operetta is now being 
prepared for public presentation. 

The provision for practice teaching has been continued 
with good results for the candidates and service to the town. 

It is hoped that during the next year it will be possible to 
extend the program in music and introduce, to some degree, 
a program in art. Music appreciation is surely an important 
part of the Abundant Life. In some of our elementary schools 
it has been possible to do something along this line by use of 
the radio. These fine arts become the more important in any 
modern educational program due to the increasing leisure 
which our pupils will face as they leave school. Leisure time 
interests, if nurtured in school days, provide the best safe¬ 
guard against bad habits through poor use of spare time. 

THE SCHOOL BUILDIXGS. 

Most of our school buildings are in good condition. Con¬ 
siderable painting, some refinishing of seats, and other routine 



repairs to roofs, etc., have been done during the year. Some 
of this has been through projects under the FERA; other 
improvements have been made through local funds. From a 
health point of view the most valuable improvements have 
been to the toilets at the Beech Ridge and the Oak Hill 
schools. 

The Board of Education hopes next to replace the old 
toilets in the Black Point school with flush closets. Running 
water is now available at that school. Perhaps if the federal 
program continues this might be made an FERA project. 

FINANCES. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year, the Board of Education 
was given an appropriation of $22,000. It is gratifying to 
report that all expenses have been met and a reasonable bal¬ 
ance remains. This is partly due to the conscientious care 
with which the Board members have supervised expendi¬ 
tures,—as carefully as if it were their own money; and partly 
due to several most favorable contracts, especially those for 
fuel. 

The current practice in allotting the school fimds in one 
appropriation and placing on the Board of Education 
responsibility for its apportionment is proving sound and 
helpful. It is not only in line with best practice in educational 
finance elsewhere, but it also allows the Board of Education 
to adjust expenditures to meet the most pressing needs. 

We trust that the recommendation of the Board of Educa¬ 
tion will be followed in making the educational appropriation 
for the coming year. It is impossible to tell accurately what 
conditions will be met and what demands will be made by 
changing economic conditions, but it is safe to assume that 
prices and expenses for necessary supplies and teachers’ sal¬ 
aries will be greater rather than less. Citizens can be assured 
that all economy consistent with good educational practice will 
be followed. 

STATE SCHOOL FINANCE COMMISSION. 

The survey of public school needs which has been completed 
by the Maine Public School Finance Commission and its 
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recommendations are of vital interest to every town. For the 
first time in many years, an exhaustive and exact study of 
rural education has been made and the findings seem to have 
the support of officials and business men who consider the 
future of the State. 

The recommendations aim at improvement of the educa¬ 
tional program and, of no less importance, some relief from 
the growing burden of the property tax. For Scarborough, 
the report indicates that the proposed plan would give 
$1,335.00 additional State aid, and that with the additional 
State aid and a one mill reduction in the State property tax, 
a reduction of 1.49 mills will be possible in the local property 
tax. The interest and support for this measure which lias 
been shown in Scarborough is gratifying. 

FUTURE IMPROVEMENTS. 

Successful as Scarborough has been in maintaining its 
educational program in these difficult times, it should be look¬ 
ing ahead to necessary improvements as rapidly as the 
demand and conditions warrant. 

If we are to accept the responsibility of preparing our 
pupils for earning a living, we must at least provide a pro¬ 
gram of pre-vocational education which will allow them to 
explore their occupational possibilities. 

In our high school, we have at present stenography and 
typewriting. However, the pupils have to provide their own 
typewriters. Since stenography is of no value without type¬ 
writing, this means that any pupil who cannot furnish a type¬ 
writer is denied the opportunity for study in this occupational 
field. As soon as possible the town should provide sufficient 
typewriters for this course. 

Our manual arts course for boys is limited at present to 
woodworking. It will probably broaden out in the near 
future so as to include an introduction to electricity, plumb¬ 
ing, sheet metal work, and household repair. 

It would also greatly expand our exploratory possibilities 
to add, when funds permit, a short course in printing. This 
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is the mechanical art which not only allows desirable oppor¬ 
tunity for the manual-minded student,—both hoys and 
girls,—but also links up with the academic work. Learning 
is not. only in printing, but through printing in the fields of 
English, social studies, art and mathematics. Such a course 
makes possible a little school paper with all the motivation of 
English composition which results. 

Again it is not too early to give some thought to plans for 
caring for rhe increasing number of pupils at the Oak Hill 
school. The increasing tendency of parents in other parts of 
the town to recognize the advantages of the graded school and 
to send their pupils to that school when they reach the seventh 
and eighth grades has made it possible to better prepare those 
pupils for the later high school years. However, this same 
tendency has brought the Oak Hill school to nearly its pupil 
capacity. 

Probably the most advisable solution would be to transfer 
the seventh and eighth grades to the high school, combine 
them with the ninth grade and make a real junior high school 
division. This, with a senior high school division composed 
of the tenth, eleventh and twelfth grades, will make a six-year 
high school. This is the type of school for those grades most 
favored by educational thinkers. Under this plan, more 
natural and complete use can be made of the laboratories and 
shops, and teachers can be scheduled over the six grades for 
more efficient instruction on the departmental plan. 

In turn this would release room at the Oak Hill school for 
possible increase in the number of pupils through the sixth 
grade. This would provide for possible closing, if and when 
that was deemed desirable, of one or more of the present 
rural schools with the improved instruction for such pupils. 

Another possibility which would involve little additional 
cost would be the development of opportunity for adult educa¬ 
tion. This would include some courses held in the former 
evening school. In addition, there might be included courses 
in economcis, government, psychology and sociology. These 
courses should be of the forum type under a good leader 
rather than of the recitation type. If and as demand war- 
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rants, other classes in subjects more closely connected with 
local community activities might be introduced. 

The changing conditions are making their demands on edu¬ 
cation. It is necessary for us to provide educational oppor¬ 
tunity for the child from the time he reaches an instructional 
age until the age when employment is available and socially 
desirable. Beyond that we should provide educational oppor¬ 
tunity for those adults who desire to use their increasing 
leisure time for self-improvement. This may seem an am¬ 
bitious program. But the alternative is a more expensive pro¬ 
gram of crime prevention, detection and punishment, if our 
youth substitute for useful, healthful activities, those which 
are unfortunately always available. It is still true that “Satan 
finds things for idle hands to do.” 

Developments, during the past year outside of the schools, 
make educational development the easier. With the further 
desirable development of good roads, the ease of gathering old 
or young for educational activities is greater. With the 
improvement of the auditorium in the town hall, opportunity 
for larger group activity is provided. Perhaps of even greater 
importance, in spite of pressure in the field of material 
things, the people of Scarborough are maintaining and even 
increasing their interest in education. 

With deep appreciation of all that this means,—for with¬ 
out it no educational development is possible,—and with sin¬ 
cere thanks for the careful, constructive cooperation of mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Education, town officials, principal and 
teachers, and civic organizations, we close the book for one 
year and open another full of hope for further improvement 
in the school program of Scarborough.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH SCHOOL. 

To Superintendent F. II. B. Ileald: 

J herewith submit my fourteenth annual report as princi¬ 
pal of Scarborough High School. 

The present enrollment of the student body is distributed 
as follows: post-graduates, four; seniors, thirty-three; 
juniors, twenty-seven; sophomores, thirty-one; freshmen, 
thirty-three; a total of one hundred and twenty-eight. This is 
the first time during the last ten years that any post-graduates 
have been enrolled, and three of the four are taking subjects 
as a preparation for advanced work in higher institutions. 

Last June a class of thirty-one was graduated, the largest 
graduating class in the history of the school. I am glad to an¬ 
nounce that again thirty-one seniors will probably graduate 
at tin* end of this school year. Four of these have been desig¬ 
nated as honor students because they have received averages 
above 00 per cent, during their four years in high school. 
They rank in the following order: Elizabeth Moulton, Julia 
Ferguson, Donald Nowell and Vivian Plowman. 

'file most important development in our program of work 
this year has been the tentative inclusion of two new courses 
in commercial work—shorthand and typing. These courses 
are elective to seniors and post-graduates and are being tried 
out because of the constant demand which has been made for 
them in recent years. Their popularity is attested to by the 
fact that, twelve are enrolled in the shorthand class and 
eighteen in the typewriting classes, the members of the latter 
group furnishing their own equipment. A third year of 
home economics for junior girls has also been added so'that 
three years of this very important work is now elective. 

A glee club was organized in November, and under the 
efficient supervision of Miss Ethel Edwards has been holding 
weekly rehearsals for a school operetta which will be pre¬ 
sented in the early spring. In addition to this work, Miss 
Edwards is also directing the school orchestra of twelve mem¬ 
bers. The inclusion of these musical activities under skilled 
leadership is filling a long-felt need. 
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As a part of our observance of National Education Week, a 
four-period session of school was held on the evening of 
November 9. The purpose of this was to enable the parents 
and citizens of Scarborough to observe the school under work¬ 
ing conditions. Over one hundred visitors were present at this 
session. 

In a recent Book Week drive, one hundred and thirty books 
were presented to the school library through the efforts of the 
pupils. Our library now contains nine hundred and sixty 
volumes of reference and fiction. 

The school was the recipient of a valuable collection of 
mounted moths and butterflies in September, the gift of Dr. 
William L. Holt. 

We maintained our splendid record in public speaking 
when our team again won the Triangular trophy for the third 
successive year. Carolyn Pillsburv later won first prize in the 
Triple C County contest, and Philip Hannon won the second 
prize of twenty-five dollars in the Spear State contest. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Superintendent and the 
members of the Board of Education for their support in the 
administration of my duties.

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WARRANT 

FOR THE 

Annual Town Meeting of Scarborough 

MARCH 4, 1935 


To William G. Sherman, a Constable in Town of Scar¬ 
borough, in the County of Cumberland, Greetings: 

In the name of the State of Blaine, yon are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of Scar¬ 
borough, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at 
the Town Hall in said town on the fourth (4th) day of 
March, A. D. 1935, at ten (10) o’clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following articles: 

Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

Art. 2. To choose a Town Clerk. 

Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to use the check list 
at this meeting. 

Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to elect one (1) or 
three (3) Road Commissioners for the ensuing year. 

Art. 5. To choose Town Officers as follows: One (1) 
Selectman, Assessor and Overseer of the Poor from the second 
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(2d) parish for a term of three (3) years; Town Treasurer 
for the term of one (1) year; Tax Collector for the term of 
one (1) year; One (1) member of the School Board from 
the third (3d) parish for a term of three (3) years; One (1) 
or three (3) Road Commissioners, and other Town Officers 
for the term of one (1) year. 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to accept and adopt 
the reports of the several town officers. 

Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of poor for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will grant and raise money 
necessary for the following: Free High School, Common 
Schools, Schoolliouse Repairs, and all other necessary school 
expenses for the ensuing year. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to instruct the School 
Board to receive bids for furnishing fuel for the schools. 

Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to be expended for memorial purposes. 

Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to install electric 
lights in the Libby School and raise and appropriate money 
for same. 

To see if the town will vote to raise and appro¬ 
priate money necessary for the following: Electric Street 
Lights, Rental of Hydrants, Officers’ Salaries, Interest 
Charges, Contingency, and to defray other town charges.

Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for maintenance of King Street and Back Street at 
Pine Point. 

To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for maintenance of the road from the Spurwink 
Road to Higgins Beach and also for the streets at Higgins 
Beach. 

Art. 21. To see if the town will vote “Yes” or “Ho” 
on the question of appropriating and raising money neces¬ 
sary to entitle the town to State Aid as provided in Section 
20, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930. 

Art. 22. To see what sum the tow will appropriate and 
raise for the improvement of the section of State Aid Road 
as outlined in the report of the State Highway Commission 
(in addition to the amounts regularly raised for the care of 
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ways, highways and bridges), under the provisions of Section 
19, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or under the pro¬ 
visions of Section 3, Chapter 175, Public Laws of 1933. 

Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) for collecting garbage and 
cleaning beach at Higgins Beach. 

Art. 24. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise to pay outstanding town notes. 

Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the maintenance of State and State Aid Roads. 

Art. 26. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for maintenance of the Spurwink Road from Harmon’s 
Corner to Cape Elizabeth town line. 

Art. 27. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to supplement Third Class Road funds. 

Art. 2S. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for maintenance of the improved section of the Scot- 
tow’s Hill Road. 

Art. 29. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for maintenance of the Mussey Road from the Gorham 
Road to the South Portland line. 

Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) to be expended on the Holmes 
Road from Carter’s Garage to the Saco line.

Road Commissioners for the ensuing year. 

Art. 39. To see if the town will vote to choose a Budget 
Committee for the ensuing year and to determine the method 
of choosing. 

Art. 40. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to procure necessary money to meet the obligations of the 
town by acceptance of articles in this Warrant and to hire 
money, if necessary, for the ensuing year. 

To see if the town will-vote to accept the provi¬ 
sion of Section 38 to 52 of Chapter 5, Revised Statutes, 1930. 
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Art. 42. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.
